Our East African Dependencies do not appear to 
have suffered as heavily as might have been feared 
from the general world trade depression, writes H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in those territories. British 
manufacturers have regained trade in the northern 
districts in recent months, but foreign competition is 
very keen. 


British Coal Mining in 1930. (Page 228.) 

In addition to our usual quarterly survey—dealing 
in the present instance with December quarter—we 
present a brief statement on hours of labour as 
affected by the Coal Mines Act of 1930, and a sum- 
mary of the coal industry during last year. 
The latter estimates the output of saleable coal at 
2432 million tons, as against 258 million tons in 1929; 
the average price realised was about 14s. 1d. per ton, 
against 13s. lld., and the declared value of coal 
exported 16s. 8d., against 16s. 2d. per ton; ship- 
ments abroad totalled 75 million tons compared with 
54 million tons in 1929. 


Our Overseas Trade in January. (Page 233.) 

While the value of both imports and exports was 
lower than in any month for many years, the changes 
in price level have to be borne in mind. Moreover, 
exports of manufactures showed an increase in value 
last month and the total volume of shipments may 
not have been less than in December. 


New Merchandise Marks Orders. (Page 236.) 
Five new Orders-in-Council, made under the 
Merchandise Marks Act of 1926, are to come into 
force on May 12. 


British Iron and Steel Output in January. (Page 238.) 
Production of pig iron in January amounted to 
327.200 tons, as against 349,800 tons in December, 
and 650,000 tons in January, 19380. Furnaces in 
blast at the end of January numbered 83, a net in- 
crease of seven since the beginning of the month.

Scrap Iron and Steel from France. (Page 239.) 


Certain alterations have been made in the 
arrangements for the allocation among British im- 
porters of the quantity of scrap iron and steel 
allowed to be exported from France to this country. 
We give the text of the revised form of application 
for authorisations to import this metal. 


Australian Trade in November, 1930. (Page 239.) 

Iixports in November last were £3,165,572 in 
excess of imports, as compared with an excess of 
imports of £521,254 during the corresponding month 
of 1929. For the first five months of 1930-31 (July- 
November) there was an excess of exports of 
£8,086,610 as compared with an excess of imports 
amounting to £16,455,140 for the first five months of 
1929-30. 


Swiss Trade in December, 1930. (Page 244.) 

When compared with November, imports in 
December advanced by 3:5 million franes, while ex- 
ports receded by 2 million frs. The excess of imports 
over exports was therefore larger than in the previous 
month, and worked out at 74:5 million frs., exports 
having covered only 65:1 per cent. of the imports, as 
against 67°2 in November.

EAST AFRICA. 
ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS, 


In common with other parts of the world, East 
Africa, writes *H.M. Trade Commissioner in that 
territory, has suffered during the past year from the 
ceneral business depression and the slump in prices of 
produce. The Dependencies do not, however, seem to 
have suffered as heavily as might have been feared, 
and it is hoped that good may result from the present 
times of trial as a result of the rearrangement of 
production and marketing policies. 

Last year attention was drawn to the known recupera- 
tive power of the Dependencies (see the “* B.T.J.’’ of 
April 3, 1930, page 456), and very little change in the 
world’s prices should produce a quick reaction from the 
present position. Unfortunately weather conditions in 
some parts of the area further complicated matters by 
reducing the yields of the principal exportable crops, 
but fortunately the results of overtrading in earlier 
years were still of sufficiently recent occurrence to be 
remembered, and at the first hint of a fall in produce 
prices a careful restriction of import commitments 
seems to have been the rule. 

Commercially the main result has been the lessening 
of money value of the turnover and an absence of busi- 
ness in many lines, but it is not too much to hope that, 
even with a comparatively small recovery in prices, the 
Dependencies can pull through without any serious 
setback. 

There is a growing tendency to consider the markets 
in East Africa as a whole instead of by countries, and 
the inter-colonial trade between those countries which 
are embraced in the East African Customs Agreement 
is steadily increasing and is a bigger factor in the 
economic structure than might at first be thought. 


Importers generally have had a very difficult year 
and credit terms have been strained to the utmost. 
Foreign competition has been very keen, especially from 
Japan, who has seemingly endeavoured to recoup her- 
self on the East Coast for her losses in other eastern 
markets. Indents for a considerable time will neces- 
sarily have to be confined to necessities, and it is to be 
feared that there will be a crop of compositions in some 
areas and failures among the smaller Indian traders. 
The structure of credit is very inelastic and there 1s 
reason for considering that it is too loosely issued. 


Conditions are changing; there is, for example, evi- 
dence of Continental competitors going past the big 
importers and selling direct to much smaller concerns. 
[t is unsafe and unbusinesslike, and at a time like the 
present focuses attention on the need for readjustment 
of credit conditions. 


GENERAL MARKET CONDITIONS. 


Uganda.—In spite of the poor results of the 1929 
season in Uganda, the closing months of that year gave 
rise to a certain amount of optimism regarding the 
coming season. The acreage planted to cotton was 
somewhat similar to the area in 1929, giving a first 
estimate of some 200,000 bales at very little lower 
prices. Misfortune then set in. Abnormal rains 12 
December and January, months that are usually dry 
und when the cotton finishes ripening, did heavy dam- 
age to the coming crop, which in the event has yielded 
some 125,000 bales only, together with far lower than 
anticipated prices. In the circumstances indents, 
which had appeared fairly conservative on the basis 
of a 200,000 bale crop, were much too large for the

possible purchasing power derived from the reduced 
figure of ultimate yield. 


Purchasing power, on a generous estimate, showed 
, reduction of nearly 60 per cent. from that yielded 
py the cotton crop in 1929. At the end of June, a 
comparatively early date, wholesale import business 
was virtually non-existent, while the retailers were 
fairly heavily stocked. At the same time bonded 
stocks were some 18 per cent. over the figures at the 
beginning of the year and almost JO per cent. over the 
comparable figures in June, 1929, thus definitely fore- 
shadowing greatly reduced import requirements during 
the coming 1931 season unless something unexpected 
occurs. 

In view of the abnormal rainfall in December and 
January last it has been clearly demonstrated that it is 
impossible to estimate a coming cotton crop with any 
confidence much before the end of the calendar year. 
In difficult cireumstances such as those outlined it is, 
however, remarkable how commercial bills have been 
met, and no serious financial trouble is anticipated 
among traders during the next six months. LEvery- 
thing depends upon the volume of the next crop and its 
purchasing power resultant. Another poor year would 
appear likely to bring a heavy crop of failures. 


Kenya.—Here it is more than ever desirable to con- 
sider the coast separately from up-country centres, 
roughly terming the former as ** wholesale ’’ and the 
latter “‘ retail.’’ In the first category Mombasa has 
suffered principally from the reactions in Uganda and 
in the Lake Victoria area generally, but again there is 
ample evidence of the astonishing way in which out- 
standings have been met and import stocks dispersed. 
Superficially the coast bazaars appear to be overstocked 
with imports, but, in view of a reduction of nearly 10 
per cent. in bonded holdings, the truth is that any im- 
pression of overstocking is more due to the present slow 
movement of goods and lack of turnover than to any 
other factor.

Moreover, a very important point is that import 
stocks are inflated by heavy holdings of one particular 
line, namely, unbleached cotton piece-goods, which 


have been dumped on the market in heavy quantities 


for reasons which will be detailed later, and have in 
some parts caused financial difficulty by reason of 
abnormal price fluctuations. 


Turning to the up-country districts, a somewhat 
similar picture can be seen. In this particular section 
grievous mischance has been suffered as, after three 
years of poor crop seasons, record yields were obtained 
following good climatic conditions, only to come on to 
markets where prices had fallen away terribly. So a 
difficult position had to be faced and producers sup- 
ported to some extent by rebates of transport charges 
on cereal crops and short credit advances to planters 
generally, The Agricultural Board of Enquiry has been 
investigating local costs of production and marketing 
charges in order to ascertain what steps could be taken 
by co-operation and other means to put these agricul- 
tural industries on a sound footing, as far as the surplus 
quantities which must be exported and compete in the 
world’s markets are concerned. 


_ This is necessary even if for no other reason than that 

Kenya does not enjuy to the same extent as the other 
Dependencies a background of native production. There 
is Some lack of intermediate agricultural credit, such 
a8 1s provided in other Colonies, but a Bill to authorise 
the establishment of a Land Bank is under considera- 
tion during the present session and this, with the better- 
ment of market co-operation, is expected to improve 
the situation. 


Tanganyika.—One finds perhaps the best example 
of the effects of a slump on credit conditions, 
normally subject to strain, in this Territory. For 
various reasons long and loose credit terms have in 
recent years been accentuated in Tanganyika more 
than elsewhere, and have given rise to specula- 
tion as to the point at which a break would 
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come. The credit position in the Mandated Territory 
following a poor groundnut crop in 1929 was strained 
to the utmost, but a record cotton crop at the end of 
the year and good rains early in 1930, with a conse- 
quent hint of good crops to come, led to a somewhat 
better feeling and a recognisable degree of optimism in 
framing estimates of import requirements. 

Again, and us in Uganda, misfortune supervened very 
suddenly. The first circumstance was the washaway 
of an important section of the central railway line, com- 
pletely holding up distribution of imports for some 
weeks and compelling a wholesale cancellation of 
import commitments. The collapse in produce prices 
then set in, adding to the already heavy difficulties of 
off-loading stocks at the coast. In addition thereto 
heavy fluctuations in cotton piece-goods prices, particu- 
larly grey sheetings, undermined the financial stability 
of many established Indian wholesale dealers. Lastly, 
the impossibility of collecting up-country outstandings 
following the fall in produce prices brought about a 
trading situation made still worse relatively by a heavy 
reduction in the estimated yield of the 1930 cotton crop 
and in the price of that commodity. 


The outlook in Tanganyika is accordingly, at the time 
of writing, a subject of considerably greater anxiety 
than in any other of the Dependencies, for Dar-es- 
Salaam suffers not only as they do from an absence of 
business, but from a bad bazaar, the financial stabilitv 
of which has been further upset by the chaotic condi- 
tions in the Belgian Congo, which formerly bought 
fairly heavily from Dar-es-Salaam bonded stocks, but 
is now apparently unable to do so except upon impos- 
sible credit terms. 

While, however, the outlook is obscure and market 
prices are a governing factor where both European and 
native production are concerned, it must be remem- 
bered that, more than in Kenya, where somewhat 
similar problems of European production exist, Tan- 
ganyika enjoys a fairly stable background of native 
production, and its largest interest, namely the 
sisal industry, is a company as opposed to an 
individual proposition, so that the Territory is the 
better able to withstand market fluctuations. Tangan- 
vika should accordingly be one of the first of the Kast 
African Dependencies to respond to any upward move- 
ment in business that occurs. 


Zanzibar might almost be called the world’s economic 
anomaly at the present time. While other countries are 
suffering from overproduction of necessities and the 
resultant depressed price levels, the Protectorate, de- 
pendent almost solely upon a semi-luxury (cloves), 
enjoys its record crop of that commodity at prices main- 
tained at high levels owing to the opening up of a new 
market---for cigarette manufacture in the Dutch East 
Indies. The result is that Zanzibar has a firm bazaar, 
has recently increased its import trade and is in a 
generally prosperous condition, enabling it to look for- 
ward with some equanimity to the inevitable short yield 
of cloves in the crop year 1930-31. 

The only disturbing factor is a doubt as to whether 
appreciating prices for cloves may not close to a large 
extent the new channel of consumption. Recognition 
of the adventitious nature of the relief that Zanzibar 
has enjoyed gives ground for renewed local considera- 
tion of the possibilities of Zanzibar’s joining the main- 
land Customs and currency systems. 


CoMPETITION IN IMPORTS. 


Figures in Appendix II. to the Report show to what 
extent British manufacturers have regained trade in 
the northern territories in East Africa in recent months, 
and details given in the body of the Report show in 
which directions further efforts can be made. Com- 
plaints about British goods on the scores of quality or 
delivery still remain comparatively conspicuous by 
their absence, although, considering the extent to which 
any complaint is magnified out of all proportion to its 
importance, efforts to avoid giving cause for complaints 
should never be relaxed. 

B 
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In this connection one or two suggestions arising out 
of matters dealt with during the past twelve months 
might be brought to the notice of British manufac- 
turers. One is, in the absence of fully detailed cata- 
logues, all invoices for machinery should be accom- 
panied by a diagram showing component parts with 
registered numbers, in order to provide for clarity when 
ordering spares. If the parts are not numbered it is 
sometimes difficult to give an adequate description and 
the wrong replacements are sent out. Another sug- 
gestion is that catalogues should also show very pro- 
minently the cable address of the firm and also the 
telegraphic code used. Catalogues are often filed 
separately from covering correspondence, and it may 
take time to look up those details. The third point is 
a complaint, but happily a very rare one, that manu- 
facturers sometimes substitute an article for another 
ordered, because, in their opinion, the substitute will 
give better satisfaction. 


In regard to competition generally, the most notable 
feature of the period under review seems to be a grow- 
ing habit of considering quality as well as price. Apart 
from the European population it has always been 
reasonably held that any national bias in purchasing 
was non-existent in East Africa and that cheapness 
was essentially the ruling factor in deciding whence 
purchases would come. 


To-day that generalisation seems to be subject to a 
minor process of modification. For instance, the United 
States has regained trade with quality artisans’ tools 
from Germany, whose corresponding prices and quali- 
ties were much inferior. This point of view is also 
particularly illustrated by the progress of Japanese 
competition, for, if price alone counted, Great Britain 
would inevitably have been driven out of the market 
in many lines of imported cotton piece-goods, yet the 
total loss, though severe, has not been so bad as might 
have been feared. 


At the beginning of 1930 a factor of potential major 
importance was the reaction of the Indian boycott 
upon the East African market. Invoices and other 
documents arrived with a superimposed inscription 
‘* Boycott British Goods,’’ but the Indian traders on 
the Kast African coast were not influenced thereby. 
The Indian situation, however, as shown, resulted in 
a flood of Japanese goods, and, at the time of writing, 
direct business from Japan has gone up to something 
like 60 per cent., whereas when done via Bombay the 
figure has been reduced to 40 per cent. 


This point is particularly important in view of the 
experience that with direct shipments of this nature 
Japan often spoils a market, not only for others but 
for herself as well. Japan’s increased penetration of 
this coast in recent times has also, moreover, been 
accompanied by unexpected grants of long credit 
terms and other methods of doubtful wisdom, such as 
ex-ship selling of goods consigned upon optional bill of 
lading. The Japanese Trade Missions which have 
visited East Africa have nearly all quoted d/p, or 
irrevocable credit, terms. Actually 90-120 d/a terms 
are freely given to importers of standing. 


On the whole Germany’s share of the import trade 
has fallen slightly. To a certain extent this may be 
due to reaction from the shortage of long credit in 
Germany, and also by the withdrawal of three import 
firms from Tanganyika and a general limiting of finan- 
cial engagements. Probably also some measure of the 
fail is due to a loss of quality trade to Great Britain 
and the United States, and a further loss of cheap 
trade to Japan. Figures in an appendix also show 
that Holland’s share of the import trade has fallen in 
Tanganyika, but it is difficult to ascribe any practical 
reason therefor. As pointed out before, the Dutch 
import trade into East Africa is very largely cartelised 
into one channel, and, as far as can be detected, the 
policy seems to be to take as many firm orders as 
possible and to keep up turnover by accepting the 
balance at any acceptable offer. Moreover, it has 
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come to notice that in two or three instances outside 
the cartel consignment terms have been given from 
Holland. 


The United States holds its former share of the 
import trade at fairly stable percentages. In certain 
lines the financial strength of American concerns 
operating in this market permit of a grant of credit 
terms that show an effect on competitive businegs. 
Moreover, the bulk of the United States trade is ip 
goods for European trade and of types that suit the 
market, and can, therefore, be strongly attacked, if 
competitive goods were available from British sources, 
Motor cars, tractors and a few agricultural implements 
are particular instances. 


The fall in the percentage of the whole trade which 
Great Britain has secured is not really as great as it 
would seem. For instance, the development of motor 
transport has meant a large volume of importation 
both of vehicles and of petrol and oil, which trade 
Britain never had in the past, and, to a very smal! 
extent, enjoys now. This development has increased 
the figures of foreign importation very much, thus 
making Britain’s percentage to look worse relatively 
to earlier periods than it really should. 


Further, there has been a great increase in the 
importation of unbleached calico, spread over a 
number of years, and due in part to the fact that, as 
the native gets money to spend, his first attempt at 
clothing is the use of this material. This is a trade 
in which Britain, up to the present, has not found any 
way of competing. A much more serious position is 
that in the market for the finer quality cotton piece- 
goods, where Japanese competition is now taking 
trade away from Manchester entirely on the question 
of price. 


Now that communications are getting so much 
better and it is comparatively easy to traverse the 
whole of the many centres of trade, more and more 
attention should be paid by the British manufacturer 
to the advantages to be gained by personal visits. 


BRITISH COAL MINING. 


THE INDUSTRY IN DECEMBER QUARTER 
AND THE YEAR 1930. 


In the fourth quarter of 1930 there was the usual 
seasonal increase in output, and pit prices, on the 
whole, were higher as compared with the previous 
quarter. While employment was rather more regular 
there was no perceptible change from the low level to 
which the numbers of workers fell in September. 
Shipments of coal (including foreign bunkers and the 
coal-equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel) 
declined slightly. 


As compared with the last quarter of 1929 conditions 
generally were considerably less favourable, and, oD 
the average, there were over 57,000 fewer workers 
employed. 


In the majority of districts the hours of labour below- 
ground were affected by Part III. of the Coal Mines 
Act, 1930. Temporary arrangements were concluded 
in many districts and in all those affected a slight re- 
duction was made either in the daily or weekly hours. 
Approximately three-fifths of all the workers below- 
eround at the end of 1930 were employed in districts 
where the hours of labour did not exceed 74 per day, 
and this proportion has since been increased. On the 
whole, arrangements were concluded in December 
without any change in the existing wage scales. 


A brief summary of the condition of the industry 12 
1930 will be found at the end of this article, where 
reference is made to the institution under the several 
provisions of the Coal Mines Act, 1930, of central and 
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district schemes for the regulation of the production, 
supply and sale of coal by owners of coal mines; the 
Coal Mines Reorganisation Commission ; and the Coal 
Mines National Industrial Board. 


OuTPUT. 


About 614 million tons of saleable coal were raised 
as compared with 564 million tons in the previous 
quarter, and 67 million tons in the corresponding 
quarter of 1929. 

{he output in all districts was greater than in the 
previous quarter; the increase ranging in the several 
districts from 9 per cent. in Scotland to 17 per cent. in 
Northumberland, except in Durham (5 per cent.) and 
in South Wales and Monmouth (1% per cent.). 

As compared with the fourth quarter of 1929 output 
declined in all districts except one, the principal reduc- 
tions being in Scotland (17 per cent.), where there was 
a brief dispute in December, Durham (15 per cent.), 
South Wales and Monmouth (11 per cent.), and 
Northumberland (10 per cent.). There was an increase 
of 3 per cent. in the Derbyshire, Nottingham and 
Leicester district. 

The following are the particulars of the estimated

NuMBERS EMPLOYED. 


No important change occurred in the number of 
workers employed during the quarter, at the end of 
which 886,800 were in employment, or nearly the same 
as at the beginning. There were, however, 72,900 
workers less than in March, when the numbers began 
to decline. 


As compared with the previous quarter, there was no 
change in the average number of wage-earners on 
Colliery Books in Yorkshire, and small increases were 
recorded in the Lancashire, Cheshire and North Wales 
and the Derbyshire, Nottingham and Leicester districts. 
In Scotland there was an increase of 2,000 workers. In 
all other districts numbers declined, the loss in South 
Wales and Monmouth being 3,500 and in Durham 
9,200, 

As compared with the corresponding quarter of 1929 
humbers declined in all districts except Derbyshire, 
Nottingham and Leicester. The principal decreases 
occurred in Durham (20,100), South Wales and Mon- 
mouth (12,900), Seotland (6,500), Yorkshire (5,000), 
Northumberland (4,300), and Lancashire, Cheshire and 
North Wales (2,500).

Days WorKED AND Lost. 


The seasonal improvement in trade led to rather 
more regularity of employment during the quarter as 
compared with the previous quarter, though less than 
in the last quarter of 1929. On the average 10 days 
were lost through want of trade and transport difficul- 
ties. In Yorkshire, Lancashire and the Midland 
Counties the time so lost amounted to 154 days and in 
the remaining districts to 5} days. 

The introduction, temporarily, of an 11-day fort- 
night in South Wales and Monmouth and the exten- 
sion of this arrangement to the whole of Scotland in 
December accounts for a slight increase in the time 
lost on account of stop or idle days.

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As compared with the previous quarter shipments 
on the East Coast declined on the whole by 245,000 
tons and by 207,000 on the West Coast. 

As compared with the corresponding quarter of 1929 
shipments declined by 3} million tons. Those for the 
North-East Coast and Bristol Channel ports each 
declined by over a million tons, or 19 per cent. and 
15 per cent. respectively. Shipments from Scottish 
ports during the quarter were affected by a brief 
dispute in December and declined by 867,000 tons 
(33 per cent.). 


CONSUMPTION OF CoAL AT HoME. 


The quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain amounted to 42% million tons during the 
quarter ended December, 1930, or nearly 53 million 
tons more than in the previous quarter. In the corre- 
sponding period of 1929 the quantity similarly avail- 
able was nearly 442 million tons. 

These figures represent the tonnage of coal produced 
and imported, less the tonnage shipped abroad. 


SELLING PRICES. 


Quotations for prompt export business remained 
stationary throughout the quarter, except in the case 
of Durham gas coal, for which there was a slight in- 
crease in December. The quotation for house coal for 
the London markets showed a further seasonal increase 
of 2s. per ton in October. The average declared value 
of coal exported wes slightly less than during the 
previous quarter. 

The following market quotations per ton for par- 
ticular qualities of coal are given in continuation of 
similar particulars published in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ of 
December 11 (page 682). They are taken from the 
“ Colliery Guardian ’’ and other sources. Only the 
minimum figure of a range of prices is shown. Par-

WAGES. 


The trading results during the period governing 
wages in the December quarter were somewhat better 
in many districts than during the previous period. 
Warwickshire, however, continued to be the only dis- 
trict in which the results were sufficient to provide 
wages above the minimum. In this district the per- 
centage on basis rates at the majority of the collieries 
was 47 in October, 48 in November and 47 in December, 
as compared with a minimum percentage of 435. 

Under the temporary agreements which were opera- 
tive during December the rates of wages were, gener- 
ally speaking, those existing previously. 

The average earnings per shift throughout the 
coalfields are estimated to have been about 9s. 4d. 


Hours or LABour. 


As from December 1, the provisions of the Coal 
Mines Act, 1930, in regard to hours of work came into 
force. The effect of this was to reduce the statutory 
Maximum number of hours of underground workers by 
half an hour per shift, subject to a proviso that the 
colliery owners and workmen in any district may with 
the approval of the Mining Association and the Miners’ 
Federation, agree to work up to a maximum of 8 hours 
on any day so long as the total hours on the twelve 
weekdays in any fortnight do not exceed 90 hours. 
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The districts working 74 hours per day in December 
included Northumberland and Durham, where these 
hours were partially operative before, Lancashire and 
Cheshire, Cumberland, North Wales, South Derby, 
Forest of Dean and Somerset,* in addition to those 
districts where 74 hours per day were previously opera- 
tive, viz., Yorkshire, Derbyshire (North), Nottingham 
and Kent. These districts comprise about three-fifths 
of all the underground workers employed at coal mines, 
or, when allowance is made for changes made subse- 
quent to the end of December, about four-fifths. 


In three of the districts mentioned advantage has 
since been taken of the terms of the proviso referred 
to above to work longer than 74 hours on certain days 
of the week. These were Lancashire and Cheshire 
(7 hours, 45 minutes), Cumberland (7 hours, 42 
minutes), and North Wales (7 hours, 42 minutes). 


In other districts work continued during December 
under similar arrangements, the hours being 8 on five 
days of the week, with a short Saturday, or on 11 days 
per fortnight with an idle Saturday in alternate weeks 
(e.g., Scotland and South Wales). 


Corresponding reductions have been made in the 
hours of surface workers in some districts.

There were 277 persons killed and 946 persons 
seriously injured+ by accidents in and about mines 
under the Coal Mines Act during the quarter. Twenty-

Personal interest in the prevention of accidents has 
been stimulated by a monster demonstration held at 
the City Hall, Newcastle-on-Tyne, on November 29,

Costs OF PRODUCTION AND PROCEEDS. 


The total (net) cost of production of coal commer- 
cially disposable during the third quarter of 1930 was 
ld. per ton lower than in the previous quarter, and 
proceeds were 14d. per ton lower. On balance, expen- 
diture exceeded revenue by 2}d. a ton, as compared 
with a debit balance of 2d. a ton in the previous 
quarter. 


Such figures as are available at present indicate that 
there was a credit balance during the fourth quarter 
of 1930 of 7?d. per ton, the costs of production having 
decreased by 5}$d. per ton, while proceeds were 43d. 
per ton more than in the third quarter of 1930.

SUMMARY FoR 1930. 


The output of saleable coal is estimated to have 
amounted to 2433 million tons, and compares with 258 
million tons in 1929, The total reduction of 144 
million tons was almost equally shared by the home 
and export trade. 

Prices of coal were well maintained on the whole, 
proceeds of coal disposed of commercially during 1930 
being approximately 14s. Id. per ton, as compared 
with 13s. 1lld. per ton in 1929 and 13s. 3d. in 1928. 
The average declared value of coal exported during 
1930 was 16s. 8d., as compared with 16s. 2d. in 1929. 


Coal shipped abroad, whether as cargo or bunkers 
(including coke and manufactured fuel in terms of 
coal), amounted to 75 million tons in 1980, or 7 million 
tons less than in 1929. 
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The depressed condition of industry at home igs 
reflected in the quantity of coal available for consump. 
tion in 1930, which was 1664 million tons, or 7 million 
tons less than in 1929. 

The number of wage-earners on the colliery bookg 
rose from 947,900 at the beginning of the year to 
959,700 at the beginning of March, but since then they 
have declined to 886,800 at the end of the year. 

At the same time employment was less regular than 
in 1929, coal being wound on 2434 days (during a 
period of 52 weeks) as compared with 256} days in 
1929. The time lost by the pits from want of trade 
and transport difficulties averaged 444 days, or about 
eight weeks, while in certain districts the loss of time 
was considerably greater, e.g., in Yorkshire, Lancu- 
shire and the Midland Counties. 

In all districts except two wages remained through- 
out the year at the minimum !evels prescribed by the 
District Agreements. In Northumberland (during 
March and April) and in Warwickshire (during the 
whole of the year) wages were slightly above the 
minimum. 

Though the condition of the industry in 1930 was in 
many respects worse than that of 1929, it was, on the 
whole, better than in 1928. 

teference has already been made to the reduction 
in the hours of labour of coal miners consequent upon 
the Coal Mines Act, 1930. 

The Act received the Royal Assent on August 1, 
1930, and provides in addition for schemes for regu- 
lating the production, supply and sale of coal by 
owners of coal mines; the appointment of a Coal Mines 
teorganisation Commission and the constitution of a 
Coal Mines National Industrial Board. 

Schemes under Part I. of the Act, both central and 
district, were approved by the Board of Trade by the 
end of October, except in the case of Scotland, where 
the scheme came into force on November 24, 1930. 
During October and November national and district 
committees of investigation, charged with the duty of 
investigating any complaint made with respect to the 
operation of the schemes, were constituted under the 
provisions of Section 5 of the Act. The meetings and 
procedure of these committees are regulated by direc- 
tions which were issued by the Board of Trade on 
December 30 (The Coal Mines (Committees of Inves- 
tigation, 1930) Directions, 8. R. & O., 1930, No. 860), 
and on the same day regulations were made for the 
conduct of references to arbitration under Section 5 of 
the Act (The Committees of Investigation (Arbitration) 
Regulations, 1930, S. R. & O., 1930, No. 858). 

The Coal Mines Reorganisation Commission was 
constituted on December 9, 1930, under Part IT. of the 
Act, to promote and assist, by the preparation of 
schemes and otherwise, the amalgamation of coal- 
mining undertakings. The Coal Mines National Indus- 
trial Board under Part V. of the Act was constituted 
on November 21, and dealt with applications from the 
following districts during November and December :— 
South Wales (November 27); Scotland (November 24) ; 
Bristol (December 1 and 9); Lancashire and Cheshire 
(December 18); Warwickshire (December 22), and 
South Wales—second application (December 29). 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC. 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal tratfic per working day for each 
month from January, 1930, to January, 1931, are 
shown below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, 
Savings Bank and Money and Postal Order business 
are excluded. The value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage. 

Corresponding figures for earlier months from 
January, 1924, were given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of 
July 19, 1928, and January 238, 1930. As shown i 
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the ‘' B.T.J.’’ for January 29 last, the figures for 1930 
were, during the last three months of that year, less 
‘han those for the corresponding months of 1929, the 
percentage reduction becoming greater from month to 
month. In December it amounted to 0-95 per cent., 
and, «8 shown below, increased to 1:4 per cent. in 
Januery.

OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN 
JANUARY. 


A MARKED DECLINE IN IMPORTS. 


In last week's issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ we published 
some preliminary figures of the import and export trade 
of the United Kingdom during January, as compared 
with the preceding month, with January, 1930, and 
with the monthly average of 1930. ‘These figures are 
summarised in the following table :—

Both imports and exports during January were at 
ihe lowest level reached for many years, and we have 
to co back to February, 1922, to find a lower total 
value of imports than the £75°6 million recorded last 
month, and to March, 1918, to find a monthly value of 
exports of United Kingdom goods lower than last 
month’s. Owing to changes in price level in the inter- 
vening years, it is difficult to estimate exactly what 
this means by way of reduction in the volume of goods 
moving, and it does not necessarily follow that the 
volume of trade last month was at a lower ebb than at 
Further, in regard to 
exports, an increase was recorded last month in the 
total value of manufactured articles exported, and the 
total volume of exports may not have been less than 
in December last. 

Before considering imports and exports of merchan- 
(ise in detail, we may notice the so-called unfavourable 
balance of trade which in January was £22-9 million 
‘Ss compared with a monthly average of £32°7 million

to France. In December, there was a similar move- 
ment, France taking £13-5 million out of the £16°5 
million exported. 


IMPORTS. 


Total imports during January were valued at £756 
million, or nearly 16 per cent. below the total for the 
preceding month, while, as compared with January, 
1930, the reduction was about 26 per cent. After 
making allowance for the general fall in prices in the 
past twelve months, which is still continuing, it is clear 
that, in total volume of imports, January, 1931, com- 
pares unfavourably with either January or December, 
1930. It will be seen, however, from the detailed figures 
which follow, that, in respect of the food, drink and 
tobacco class, the quantities imported last month were 
generally greater than those in January, 1930. As 
compared with that month. the reduction in the value 
of imports in January, 1931, was greatest in respect of 
raw materials (41 per cent.) and least in respect of 
food, drink and tobacco (16 per cent.), while for manu- 
factured articles the reduction was 27 per cent. If 
comparison be made with December, 1930, the reduc- 
tion in value of total imports in January in respect 
of each of the three principal classes lay between 18 
and 19 per cent. 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The quantities of all the 
principal ecreals imported were greater in January, 
1931, than a year earlier, and for the grain and flour 
croup, as a whole, there was an increase of about 
24:5 per cent. in quantity and a reduction of about 
82 per cent. in value. About 40 per cent. of the wheat 
imported last month came from the Soviet Union, and 
the average value of the total imports of wheat was 
5s. 9d. per cwt., as compared with 5s. 11d. per ewt. 
in December, 1930, and 10s. 9d. per ewt. in January, 
1930. ‘Total imports of meat were also substantially 
greater than in January, 1930, there being a general 
increase in respect of beef, mutton and lamb, and 
bacon; for the meat group as a whole, there was little 
change in the total value of the imports. The fall in 
average values of the beef and bacon imported con- 
tinued in January, the decline as compared with 
December being about 5 per cent. in each case, but in 
regard to mutton and lamb there was a seasonal in- 
crease in average values last month. Imports of 
butter were greater than in either January or 
December, 1930, and, as compared with the latter 
month, average values were slightly higher, the 
opposite of the experience of a year and of two years 
ago. Imports of eggs declined by about 12 per cent. 
and imports of cheese by about 31 per cent., as com- 
pared with January, 1930. The quantity of potatoes 
imported increased from 36,000 ewts. in January, 1930, 
to 449,000 ewts. this year, over half the supplies last 
month, as in December, coming from the Netherlands. 
Imports of raw sugar were about 17 per cent. less than 
in the preceding month or in January, 1930. The 
quantity of tea imported was approximately the same 
as a year earlier, and the average value increased from 
ls. 2d. to Is. 34d. per lb. The total imports of un- 
manufactured tobacco increased by about 12 per cent., 
while average values remained at about the same level 
as during recent months, or about 17 per cent. less 
than a year ago. 


Raw Materials.—Over one-third of the total reduc- 
tion (£12-3 million) in this class last month, as com- 
pared with a year earlier, was represented by the 
decrease from £7°5 to £3-0 million in the value of the 
imports of raw cotton. The quantity of raw cotton 
imported decreased by 35 per cent. and the average 
value by 40 per cent. In regard to sheep’s and lambs’ 
wool, an increased quantity was imported, but the 
average value fell by about 34 per cent., the total 
value of the imports of raw wool declining by more 
than £2 million. As compared with December, 1930, 
the imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool showed a sub- 
stantial increase, and there was a slight decline in 
average values. In the case of other textile raw 
materials, the reduction in total value of the imports, 
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comparing last month with a year earlier, amounted 
to £1°3 million, there being a reduction in the 
quantities of raw silk, flax, hemp and jute imported 
and in each case a reduction in average values. 
Imports of iron ore, copper ore, and tin ore and concen- 
trates each showed a _ substantial reduction in 
quantities as compared with a year ago, as did also 
wood and timber generally. The quantity of wet 
hides imported was more, and of dry hides less, than 
in January, 1930, the aggregate of wet and dry hides 
being approximately the same in the two months, but 
substantially less than in December, 1930. Imports 
of crude petroleum from Persia increased from 19:4 to 
24-8 million gallons, while imports from other countries 
decreased from 11°4 to 7:3 million gallons. 


Manufactured Articles.—In value, about one-fifth of 
the total reduction (£7-5 — in this class in 
January, as compared with January, 1930, occurred 
in each of two groups, viz., the non-ferrous metals 
sroup and the manufactured oils group, the latter 
group including refined petroleum. In respect of each 
of these groups there were substantial falls in average 
values of the various commodities included, and in 
most cases a reduction in the total quantity imported. 
The tonnage of iron and steel goods and of machinery 
imported was substantially less than a year ago or 
than in December, 1930. Imports of cotton, woollen 
and other textile manufactures generally were less 
than in January, 1930, artificial silk tissues being an 
exception; but the total value of apparel imported was 
approximately the same as a year ago, and substantial 
increases were recorded in the imports of (1) artificial 
silk stockings and hose, from 122 to 172 thousand 
dozen pairs, (2) leather and fur gloves, from 39 to 144 
thousand dozen pairs, and (8) fabric gloves, from 109 
to 296 thousand dozen pairs. Re-exports of leather and 
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fur gloves also increased from 4 to 50 thousand dozen 
pairs and of fabric gloves from 4 to 35 thousand dozen 
pairs. These gloves, no longer being dutiable, are shown 
in the records of imports and re- -exports, if transhipped 
in this country, whereas previously they would not 
have been so included, being normally transhipped 
under bond as dutiable articles. It is to be noted algo 
that the imports oi fabric gloves in January, 1980, 
were, in quantity, five times those of the preceding 
December, while in January, 1931, the ratio to the 
December total was slightly smaller. 


Exports. 


The decline in exports of United Kingdom goods as 
compared with January, 1930, was £20°7 million, or 
35°5 per cent., while as compared with December, 
1930, the decline amounted to under £1 million. An 
analysis of the latter figure by classes of goods 
exported shows that there was a small increase as 
regards food, drink and tobacco; exports of raw 
materials, principally coal, decreased by £1-0 million; 
exports of manufactured articles increased by £1:1 
million; and exports by parcel post decreased by £1:1 
million, nearly half of this latter decrease being 
seasonal. There being normally a reduction in the 
value of exports in January as compared with Decem. 
ber, it will be seen that, notwithstanding the 
abnormally low figure for exports last month, this 
does not, in fact, compare unfavourably with that for 
December, especially when the continuing fall in prices 
is borne in mind.

Coal.—Exports of coal last month were nearly one 
million tons less than in December and were 2:1 
million tons (40 per cent.) less than in January, 1930. 
The bulk of the decline as compared with December 
was in shipments from ports in South Wales, in which 
district there was a stoppage in the early part of the 
month. The average value of the coal exported has 
been declining gradually for some months, the figure 
for September last being 16s. 7d. per ton and for 
December 16s. 4d. per ton, but in January there was 
a substantial fall to 15s. 8d. per ton. There has been 
a@ general reduction in exports to all the principal 
mi: arkets, and the decrease in the exports to France, 
our largest market, from 1,424,000 tons in January, 
1930, to 876,000 tons last month, may be specially 
noted. 





Manufactured Articles.—The value of exports of 
manufactured articles generally was at about the same 
level in January as in the preceding month. ‘There 
was a substantial decline in only one group, that of 
vehicles, from £3,407,000 to £3,053,000, while there 
were increases of over £500,000 in exports of cotton 
goods and of woollen goods, and less important i- 
creases in the value of exports of manufactures of 
other textile materials, apparel, and chemicals, drugs, 
ete. As compared with January, 1930, all groups 
show a decrease in value, amounting to nearly 50 per 
cent. in the case of cotton goods, and practically all 
the principal commodities show a decline in quantity. 

The quantity of cotton piece-goods exported was 
less than 50 per cent. of that exported in January, 
1930, but nearly 20 per cent. more than in December, 
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1930. As compared with a year earlier, exports in 
January to nearly all the principal markets declined to 
, marked extent, the decline in the case of India being 
‘rom 126-0 to 28-9 million square yards—the latter 
figure being, however, somewhat higher than that for 
December, 1930—but there were substantial increases 
in the exports to Hong Kong, Turkey and Colombia. 
Exports of cotton yarns showed a relatively small 
Jecline in quantity, but a much greater decline in 
average values than cotton piece-goods. In regard to 
woollen and worsted tissues the decline in quantity, as 
compared with a year ago, was not so severe as in 
the case of cotton piece-goods, amounting to about 
26 per cent., while the increase as compared with 
December was 38 per cent. 

Exports of iron and steel goods and of machinery 
continue to decline, last month’s total tonnage being 
in each ease slightly less than in December. Iixports 
of coated plates and sheets, both galvanised sheets and 
tinned and terne plates and sheets, and steel rails 
showed, however, some improvement last month on the 
figures for the preceding month, and an increase was 
also shown in the exports of agricultural machinery, of 
cranes, etc., and of boilers and boiler-house plant. The 
exports under the last-mentioned heading increased in 
1930 as compared with 1929, and the quantity exported 
in January, 1931, was more than the average monthly 
exports last year. The average value of the machinery 
exported last month showed an appreciable increase as 
compared with January or December, 1930. The ton- 
nage of locomotives exported was greater than in either 
of those earlier months, shipments to the Argentine 
and to India increasing, and both these countries took 
also an increased value of carriages and wagons and 
trucks. The number of motor cars and chassis ex- 
ported, though less than in January, 1980, was main- 
tained at about the monthly average for 1930. In 
regard to motor cycles and tricars, however, the ex- 
ports last month were markedly below the 1930 
monthly average. Exports of new ships and boats were 
substantially greater than in January, 1930, the in- 
crease applying to both steam and motor vessels, and 
the total value of the exports rose from £136,000 to 
¢798,000, the latter figure being, however, a substan- 
tial reduction on the figure for December, 1930. 

ExpPorTS OF IMPORTED MERCHANDISE. 

Kte-exports in January were £2-1 million or 26 per 
cent. less than a year earlier, but were 15 per cent. 
more than in the preceding month. Nearly half the 
decline as compared with January, 1930, was in the 
value of the raw wool re-exported, partly due to a de- 
creasc In quantity and partly to a decrease in average 
value. Re-exports of tin were only 159 tons, as com- 
pared with 1,177 tons a vear ago. There was a sub- 
stantial increase in the quantity and value of hides 
and skins and of leather re-exported, and the value of 
apparel re-exported also increased, due to the increased 
te-exports of gloves to which reference was made 
earlier in this article.

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926. 


REFERENCE TO STANDING COMMITTEE: 
ADHESIVE INSULATING TAPE FOR 
ELECTRICAL PURPOSES. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 2, Sub- 
section (4) of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the 
Board of Trade give notice that, in pursuance of an 
application received by them for the making of an 
Order-in-Council to require imported adhesive insulat- 
ing tape for electrical purposes to bear an indication of 
origin, they have made a reference to the Standing 
Committee appointed by them under the Act in respect 
thereof.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN JANUARY. 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 337,200 tons of pig iron were produced in 
January, as compared with 349,800 tons in December, 1930, 
650,000 tons in January, 1930, and a monthly average of 
855,000 tons in 1913. 


The January production of pig iron included 84,600 tons 
of hematite, 129,000 tons of basic, 93,700 tons of foundry, 
and 15,500 tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of January numbered 83, a 
net increase of seven since the beginning of the month, nine 
furnaces having recommenced operations and two having 
been blown out. 


The January production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 402,200 tons, compared with 337,200 tons in 
December, 1930, 771,100 tons in January, 1930, and a 
monthly average of 638,600 tons in 1913.

NINTIT ANNUAL REPORT OF MINERS’ 


WELFARE COMMITTEE. 


The Secretary for Mines announces that the Ninth 
Annual Report of the Miners’ Welfare Committee on the 
administration of the Miners’ Welfare Fund has now been 
published. 


The Report deals with the year 1930, in which the 
Miners’ Welfare Committee made 992 allocations from the 
Fund, to the total amount of £1,505,217. Of this total 
£82,779 was allocated from the general fund for develop- 
ments under the heads of research and education, £592,526 
from the baths fund for the erection of pithead baths under 
the Mining Industry Act, 1926, and £823,857 from the 
district funds on the recommendation of the District 
Welfare Committees for such local schemes as recreation 
and sports grounds, institutes and halls, swimming baths, 
hospitals, convalescent homes, and other health schemes, 
canteens at pithead baths and various educational pur- 
poses. Some typical examples of these projects are 
described briefly in the Report. 


The Appendices to the Report contain the usual 
statistical tables and financial statements, with photo- 
graphs, plans and descriptive matter illustrating points of 
special interest. 


With the Report is also published the Fourth Report of 
the Scholarship Selection Committee, which describes the 
results of the fourth year’s competition by miners and the 
sons and daughters of miners for university scholarships. 
Twelve scholarships were awarded as a result of the com- 
petition, including one for post-graduate work.

LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS FOR 
SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1980. 


A statistical summary of the vessels totally lost, con- 
demned, etc., during the third quarter of 1930, published 
by Lloyd’s Register, shows casualties amounting to 56 
vessels of 81,311 tons, excluding’ ships of less than 100 tons 
gross, as compared with 59 vessels of 62,719 tons in the 
June quarter of last year. 


Of the vessels lost during the quarter under review, 2 
of 48,285 tons, were wrecked; 7 of 13,057 tons were burnt; 
8 of 10,207 tons, were the victims of collisions; 10 of 9,288 
tons, foundered, and 3 of 474 tons were abandoned at sea. 


The British flag was flown by 10 of the casualty vessels, 
and their tonnage of 26,435 represents 0-12 per cent. of 
British ownership; British Dominion flags were flown by 
4 vessels of 460 tons, or 0-16 per cent.; the United States 
lost 7 vessels of 12,343 tons, or 0-20 per cent.; Denmark, 2 
of 382 tons (0-28 per cent.); France, 2 of 971 tons (0-12 per 
cent.); Germany, 1 of 5,952 tons (0-05 per cent.); Greece, | 
of 4,175 tons (0-18 per cent.); Holland, 1 of 186 tons (0-07 
per cent.); Italy, 1 of 149 tons (0-07 per cent.) ; Japan, 8 of 
8,933 tons (0-39 per cent.); Norway, 3 of 5,002 tons 
(0-16 per cent.); Spain, 4 of 3,456 tons (0-45 per cent.), 
and Sweden, 3 of 4,437 tons (0-21 per cent.). 


RAILWAY TRAFFICS IN NOVEMBER, 1930. 


The statistics of British railways for November last have 
been published by the Minister of Transport and may be 
obtained at H.M. Stationery Office (price 2s. 6d.). 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding 
season-ticket holders) taken on all standard-gauge railways 
in Great Britain in the month under review was 92,957,523, 
a decrease compared with November, 1929, of 5,799,717, or 
5-9 per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced 
fares declined by 2,981,735 and those at standard or 
ordinary fares by 2,817,982. The receipts from passengers 
(excluding season-ticket holders) showed a fall of £339,274, 
or 9-2 per cent. If the London Tubes and Metropolitan 
District Railway be omitted, the figures show a decrease 
in journeys of 4,976,326, or 7-0 per cent., and a decline in 
receipts of £328,789, or 9-8 per cent. For all companies 
the receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcel post) were £419,038 less than in 
November, 1929. The coaching train miles showed a 
decrease of 630,668, or 2-8 per cent. 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 25,281,433, a decrease compared with 
November, 1929, of 4,251,615 tons, or 14-4 per cent. Freight 
train receipts amounted to £8,178,181, a fall of £1,191,824, 
or 12:7 per cent. The freight train miles run were 
1,262,800 less than in November, 1929, a decrease of 
10-2 per cent. The average train load decreased from 
133% to 131} tons, but the net ton-miles per engine hour

SCRAP IRON AND STEEL FROM FRANCE.-- 
ALLOCATION OF CONTINGENT FOR GREAT 
BRITAIN. 


In connection with the arrangements for the allocation 
among importers in this country of the quantity of scrap 
iron and steel allowed to be exported from France to this 
country (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 27, 1930, page 286), 
it has been decided to make certain alterations in the 
present arrangements. 

An application for an authorisation to participate in the 
contingent can be considered only if the importer who 
desires to participate has made a purchasing contract with 
French exporters (subject, of course, to the issue of the 
necessury french export licence on the basis of an author- 
isation); and the contract in question must in future be 
produced to the Secretary of the Federated Associations of 
scrap Iron, Steel, Metals and Machinery Merchants of 
Great Britain, when application is made for the necessary 
authorisation. 

The applicant must also undertake that, if circumstances 
arise Which make it impossible for the contract to be 
fulfilled, the authorisation granted on the basis of that 
contract will immediately be returned to the Secretary of 
ihe Federated Associations. Moreover, importers holding 
authorisations will in future be required to furnish a state- 
ment, regularly at the end of each quarter, indicating, 
with dates, the quantities imported under the authorisa- 
tions granted to them. 

It is, in future, proposed to allocate authorisations avail- 
able in respect of any particular quarter one month before 
the beginning of the quarter to which the authorisations 
relate. Thus, for the second quarter of 1931 (April to 
June) authorisations will be allocated at the end of 
February, after inspection of the purchasing contracts sub- 
mitted by applicants, and will be distributed early in 
March. 

The charge made by the Federated Associations for the 
issue of the authorisations will be increased from 2s. 6d. to 
3s, 6d. per authorisation.

FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1930. 
Imports during the month under review totalled 


£6,022,126, as compared with £13,375,955 in November, 
1929, being a decline of £7,353,829 in the total import 
trade when compared with the corresponding month of the 
previous year states the Monthly Summary of Overseas 
imports and Exports prepared by the Commonwealth 
Statistician and Actuary. 

The decline in imports was general to most items, the 
principal groups of commodities showing decreased imports

Exports during November last amounted to £9,187,698, 
being a fall of £3,667,003 below the exports of £12,854,701 
in November, 1929. Exports of merchandise totalled

(£2,595,075), being a decrease of £1,271,130 in exports of 
merchandise and a decline of £2,395,873 in exports of 
bullion and specie. 

When compared with the corresponding month of 1929

(£159,504); flour, £292,150 (£368,375), and timber, £14,761 
(£109,216). 

Of the total exports during the month, £8,994,460 
(£12,648,617) consisted of Australian produce and £193,238 
(£206,084) of other produce. 

In November, 1930, exports were £3,165,572 in excess of 
imports as compared with an excess of imports of £521,254 
during the corresponding month of the previous year. 

lmports for the first five months (July-November) of the 
financial year 1930-31 amounted to £33,234,284, as com- 
pared with £64,153,586 during the corresponding period of 
1929-30, being a decrease of £30,919,302. Exports for the 
first five months of 1930-31 totalled £41,320,894, as against 
£47,698,446 in the same period of the previous year, a 
decrease of £6,377,552. 

For the first five months of 1930-31, there was an excess 
of exports of £8,086,610 in comparison with an excess of 
imports amounting to £16,155,140 for the first five months 
of 1929-30.

BRAZIL. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 
JANUARY—SEPTEMBER, 1980. 


According to the ‘‘ Monthly Review ”’ of the Bank of 
London and South America, ‘Limited, there was a grati- 
fying advance recorded in Brazil’s balance of trade for 
the first nine months of 1930, at £11,814,000, as compared 
with a favourable balance amounting to £5,751,000 during 
the corresponding nine months of 1929. This is 
deserving of special emphasis, because the average price 
of coffee, the principal item of export, declined from 
£5 2s. per sack in 1929 to £2 17s. during the period 
under review. ‘The gross sterling return on exports was 
£54,600,000, as against the total cost of imported goods at 
£42,786,000. These figures are the lowest recorded for 
many vears, and although exports were £17,500,000 down, 


the value of imports simultaneously diminished to the 
extent of nearly 24 million sterling. Coffee alone 


accounted for a shrinkage in exports of over £20 million, 
although there were 914,000 more bags exported than in 
the same period of 1929. The value of hides was 
£670,000 lower, and rubber was £550,000 less than in the 
first three quarters of 1929. On the other hand, chilled 
meat brought in £1,200,000 more. A more hopeful aspect 
to observe is that the tonnage of food exports during the 
irst nine months of 1930 at 1,786,000 tons was the highest 


on record since 1923. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 

Great Britain’s purchase of Brazilian produce during 
the first six months of 1930 amounted to £5,750,000 and 
shows a substantial increase on the movement of 1928-29, 
although British exports to Brazil during the same per iod 
declined considerably. 

Argentina is the largest buyer of Brazilian maté, 
lananas and pine wood, and also purchases a large quan- 
tity of coffee; the total value of exports from Brazil to 
Argentina in 1929 was over £6 million. The quantity of 
coffee shipped was 574,000 sacks, while the shipments of 
maté amounted to 62,000 tons, which was slightly less than 
in 1928. On the other hand, Brazil purchased very large 
quantities of wheat and flour from Argentina, as well as 
table fruits; the net trade result against Brazil in 1929 
was about £33 million. 

Brazil’s trade with France has shown marked progress 
luring the past few years, and the latter country now 
igures as her principal buyer among European countries, 
the total purchases in 1929 being over £104 million. 
Although the figures for 1930 were smaller in value for 
coffee, hides, wood, rubber and cocoa, the volume has not 
declined appreciably. The balance of trade in favour of 
Brazil for 1929 was approximately £6 million.

The relatively small share of the United iseniions in the 
import trade was due almost entirely to the continued 
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decline in British exports of cotton goods to this market. 
In the principal categories of cotton goods imports during 
November last, the leading countries of origin were :— 
Unbleached cabots, madapolams, etc., total imports, 
£T.482,160, of which Japan supplied £T.267,804, Egypt 
£T.103,273,* and the United Kingdom £T.3,490. Imports of 
piece-goods, dyed, bleached, etc., from 100 to 150 grammes 
per square metre were valued at £T.953,351. The contri- 
buting countries were Italy, £T.541,810, and the United 
Kingdom, £T.193,314. Piece-goods, over 150 grammes per 
quare metre, were imported to the value of £T.1,603,525, 
and came chiefly from Italy, £T.747,328; Japan, 
£7.211,331; Belgium, £T.191,503; Germany, £T.149,265, 
and the United Kingdom, £T.44,502. 

It is probably true to say that British exports of cotton 
gods to Turkey have never before fallen to such a low 
evel. The problem is entirely that of price, and no radical 
improvement in the situation can be hoped for until British 
textiles can compete on equal terms as regards cost with 
those of foreign manufacturers.

BRITISH INDIA. 
CONTROL OF DANGEROUS DRUGS. 


An Act, known as The Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930, was 
assented to on March 1, 1930, to provide for a more effective 
ontrol over the traffic in dangerous drugs in British India. 
the Act has now been brought into force, with effect from 
february 1, 1931, by Dangerous Drugs, Notification No. 1, 
lated January 10. 

Among other provisions, the Act prohibits the import and 
‘sport of prepared opium, and provides for the control and 
leensing of the import, export and transhipment of other 
kinds of dangerous drugs. The control applies to the follow- 
ing, viz.: coca leaf, hemp, opium, all coca derivatives, 
nedicinal hemp and opium derivatives, and the following 
-Ihanufactured drugs ’”’ specified in Dangerous Drugs Noti- 
cation No. 2, viz.: eucodal and dicodide and their re- 
‘pective salts and any preparation, admixture and extract 
‘ntaining either of them, dilaudide, benzoyl-morphine and 
ther esters of morphine, salts and preparations of dilaudide,

PALESTINE. 


REVISED REGULATIONS FOR IMPORT OF 
ANIMALS, ETC. 


The Palestine ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of January 16 contains 
revised rules made under Section 19 of the Diseases of 
Animals Ordinance of 1926, concerning the import of 
animals, poultry, etc., into Palestine. These rules, which 
are known as the Animal Quarantine Rules, 1931, contain 
sections relating to the introduction of stock by sea and 
by land, the fees chargeable for examination, etc., of stock, 
and the rules hitherto in force which have been revoked, 
while there is a separate section relating to poultry. The 
text of the rules may be seen by persons interested at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. 


TANGANYIKA TERRITORY. 
KNFORCKMENT OF SUSPENDED DUTIES. 
The Customs Tariffs of Kenya, Uganda and Tanganyika 

which are, in the main, identical, make provision for the 
application of ‘‘ suspended ’’ duties in addition to the 
normal Customs duty. These ‘‘ suspended” duties, which 
apply to certain foodstuffs, cereals and wood, may be en- 
forced by any Government independently, so that in so far 
as these suspended duties are not enforced uniformly the 
duty on a particular article may vary from territory to 
territory. 

The ‘‘ suspended ”’ duties on the undermentioned goods, 
which were enforced in Kenya on April 17 last, have now 
been enforced in Tanganyika as from January 6. 

In the following statement the normal import duty as 
well as the ‘‘ suspended ’’ duty is given in order that the 
total duty payable may be ascertained : —

TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 


DUTY ON PALM KERNEL OIL AND SESAME 
OTL. 

As notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 25 last (page 
746) and January 22 (pages 112-113), the Customs 
duties on cotton seed, corn, soya bean, rape seed, groundnut 
and coconut oils, and any other oil which the Governor may 
declare to be a substitute for such oil and any oil contain- 
ing more than 20 per cent. of any such oil were increased 
to 2s. per gallon under the British Preferential Tariff and 
to 4s. per gallon under the General Tariff. 

A Notice issued on January 15 states that palm kernel 
oil and sesame oil have been declared to be substitutes for 
the above-mentioned oils. Palm kernel oil and sesame oil 
and oils containing more than 20 per cent. of these oils are 
now, therefore, dutiable at the above rates of duty. 


FOREIGN. 
AUSTRIA. 
INCREASED TAXATION OF SUGAR. 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt’’ for January 28 contains a Gov- 
ernment Order dated January 22, and effective as from 
February 2, which increases the Customs duties and con- 
sumption tax on sugar imported into or produced in Austria. 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 


The General Tariff duties under Tariff No. 18 are increased 
to 67-75 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. on sugar candy, 43 gold kr. 
per 100 kilogs. on other beet and cane sugar, and 32-92 
gold kr. per 100 kilogs. on raw sugar imported for refining 
under control. The consumption tax on sugar has at the 
same time been increased to 31 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. The 
‘‘ conventional ’’ duties on the three classes of sugar men- 
tioned above, which are applicable until further notice to 
imports of sugar from all countries and which are inclusive 
of consumption tax, are fixed at 52, 43 and 35-18 gold kr. 
per 10u “ilogs. respectively. 


The special tax of 14 gold kr. fixed by the Law of July 16, 
1930 (see the ‘‘B.T.J.” of August 21, 1930, page 226), 
which is levied in addition to the ordinary duties and taxes 
on home produced or imported sugars, remains unaltered. 


CHILE (MAGALLANES TERRITORY). 
NEW CUSTOMS REGIME. 


Under the existing Customs regime a few goods (mainly 
foodstuffs) imported into the Magallanes Territory pay the 
full rates of the Chilean Customs Tariff, the remainder being 
admitted either duty free or on payment of only 15 per cent. 
of the full duty. 


H.M. Representative at Santiago reports, by telegraph, 
that a Law has been promulgated, to become effective on 
May 5, to modify the existing regime. After that date 
certain goods will be admitted duty free, and other goods 
will either pay the full rates or 50 per cent. of the full rates 
of the Chilean Tariff. 


Further particulars will be published when a copy of the 
Law is received in the Board of Trade. 


HUNGARY. 


LUXURY TURNOVER TAX ON STOVE, ETC., 
TILES, STOVES AND RANGES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Buda-Pest 
reports that by Decree (No. 137,000) dated December 20, 
the following goods made in, or imported into Hungary, 
are subject to payment of luxury turnover tax at the rate 
of 13 per cent. of the value, viz., all enamelled stove tiles, 
painted, gilt or silvered; figured tiles for open fireplaces; 
iron stoves with earthenware or marble tiles: radiators 
with casing of wood, carved or with metal ornamentation, 
also the casing if imported separately; and kitchen ranges 
with earthenware or marble tiles. 


MEXICO. 
CUSTOMS LAW MODIFIED. 


The Mexican ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of December 31 contains 
a Decree making a large number of modifications in the 
Mexican Customs Law, with effect from January 1. 


As regards commercial invoices, these have hitherto 
required to be signed by the vendor, but now either a 
signature, facsimile signature or seal is to be allowed. If 
the date and signature, etc., is on the principal copy of 
the invoice, the other copies need only record this fact.

NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES. 
SURTAX ON IMPORT DUTIES. 


H{.M. Consul-General at Batavia has forwarded transla- 
tion of the Law providing for the levy of a surtax of 10 per 
cent. of the Customs duties on all goods imported into the 
Netherlands East Indies during the year 1931. By way of 
exception, however, the duties on the following goods 
are exempted from the operation of the surtax, viz.: 
gambier (Tariff No. 22-3); spirits, including liqueurs, bitters 
and other distilled beverages fit for immediate consumption, 
hair wash, mouth wash, scented toilet and similar waters, 
essences, extracts, tinctures, varnishes and all other non- 
potable liquids prepared with alcohol, having a higher 
strength than 5 litres of alcohol per hectolitre at 15° C. 
(Tariff No. 26); wood spirit (Tariff No. 34); wine in casks 
and bottles (Tariff No. 102 and 103); and sparkling wine 
(Tariff: No. 104). ;

(5) e), imported by oil factories for manufacturing purposes 
will be admitted into Poland duty free, under permit from 
the Ministry of Finance, has been extended until March 31, 


PORTUGAL. 
IMPORT DUTY ON BREAD INCREASED. 

H.M. Consul at Lisbon reports that a Decree (No. 19,263) 
published in the ‘‘ Diario do Governo’’ for January 2} 
increased the duty on bread (Tariff No. 580) imported into 
Portugal from 2-3 to 4-5 centavos gold per kilog. under 
the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff, and from 5 to 10 centavos gold 
under the ‘‘ Maximum ”’ Tariff. 


SWITZERLAND. 
ADDITIONAL DUTIES ON CERTAIN EDIBLE 
FATS. 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales’’’ of January 25 con- 
tains a Decree, dated January 27 and effective on Febrv- 
ary 3, which provides that edible fats containing more than 
50 per cent. of butter (ex Tariff No. 97 (a) ) are to be subject 
on importation into Switzerland to the same additional 
duties as melted butter. In consequence, such fats become 
liable to an extra duty of 100 frances per 100 kilogs., plus a 
further 55 frs. per 100 kilogs. when of Austrian origin. The 
‘Feuille officielle suisse du commerce’? announces that, 
from March 1, edible fats containing more than 50 per cent. 
of butter will be required, when of non-Austrian origin, to 
be accompanied by certificates of origin in order to avoid 
payment of the extra duty of 55 frs. per 100 kilogs. 


YUGOSLAVIA. 
TRADE IN PHARMACEUTICAL SPECIALITIES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade 
has forwarded translation of the principal sections of regu- 
lations, dated June 5, 1930, relating to the sale of drugs and 
pharmaceutical specialities in Yugoslavia. 

The regulations provide, inter alia, that foreign concerns 
desiring to have their products recognised as pharmaceutical 
specialities and wishing to import them into the Kingdom 
and to place them in circulation shall be granted permits 
and import permits in respect of particular preparations, 
provided that they nominate as their representative a dis- 
pensing chemist or wholesale druggist not engaged in retail: 
ing medicines direct to the consumer, a master or Doctor of 
Pharmacy who must be a Yugoslav subject qualified accord- 
ing to Law; or manufacturing chemists and laboratories. 
Applications for permits must be made to the Ministry of 
Social Policy and Public Health, the application being 
accompanied by certain information (prescribed in the Regu- 
lations) and samples of the products concerned.

FRANCE. 


PROPOSED INCREASE OF DUTIES ON

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 
ROYAL VISITORS TO OLYMPIA. 


Owing to having to go to press in advance with our Special 
Exhibition Section we were unable to include the following 
information therein :— 

Her Majesty the Queen, accompanied by their Royal 
Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of York, and H.R.H. the 
Duke of Gloucester, visited the London Section of the 
British Industries Fair at Olympia on Tuesday morning. 

The Royal party, which arrived at 10.30, was received by 
the President of the Board of Trade (the Rt.

William Graham), the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Department of Overseas Trade (Mr. G. M. Gillett), the 
Comptroller-General of that Department (Sir Edward T. F.

Claude Taylor, O.B.E.). The Minister of Labour, Miss 
Margaret Bondfield, was also present. As on previous occa- 
sions, both the Queen and the Duchess of York made a large 
number of purchases. Her Majesty made a most thorough 
tour of the Fair, remaining until 1.30 p.m. Before leaving 
the Royal visitors expressed their admiration for the 
wonderful exhibition of British products, and their hope 
that good business would be done in all sections. 


REPRESENTATIVE VISITORS AT CASTLE BROMWICH. 


Visitors to the Birmingham Section of the Fair have in- 
cluded lord mayors, mayors and other municipal representa- 
tives, members of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers 
and the British Engineers’ Association. As at Olympia, the 
attendances at Castle Bromwich have been substantially 
larger than last year, and standholders have _ received 
numerous enquiries from business people at home and on 
behalf of Continental countries and the Dominions. 


BUSINESS AT THE WHITE City. 

[t is reported from the Cotton Textile Exhibition at the 
White City that, as a direct result of the visit of the Queen 
on Monday, a provincial firm who had usually filled their 
requirements from abroad had placed an order for 60,000 
yards of material after a design selected by Her Majesty. 

New accounts have already been opened by buyers from 
Argentina, Australia, Austria, Belgium, Canada, China, 
Czechoslovakia, France, Germany, Holland, Java, Malaya, 
New Zealand, Norway, South Africa, Switzerland, the 
United States and other countries. , 


THE QUEEN AT THE ALBERT HALL. 

H.M. the Queen paid a visit yesterday morning to the 
British Artificial Silk Goods Exhibition at the Royal Albert 
Hall. This Exhibition, which will close on Saturday, is the 
first one ever to have been held in the Albert Hall. 


AMSTERDAM MOTOR SHOW. 


H.M. Consul at Amsterdam reports that very few innova- 
tions in foreign cars were exhibited at the Motor Show held 
at Amsterdam from January 23-February 1, 1931. The four 
6-cylinder cars shown by the German Opel factory of General 
Motors may, however, be mentioned, the retail prices of 
which range from 1,795 fils. to 1,995 fils. The engine is 
understood to be the S. V. Marquette formerly produced by 
the Buick Company, the machinery for making these engines 
having been transferred bodily from the American factory 
to Ruesselheim. Another exhibit which may be mentioned 
is the German Rohr car, of which two examples were shown. 
Two American cars, the Auburn and the Ruxton (an eight- 
cylinder 5-seater sedan, priced at 9,800 fls.), were shown 
with front axle drive, while the Auburn and Studebaker cars 
incorporated free-wheel mechanism. A new model of the 
Chevrolet car, with longer and stronger chassis, was shown 
for the first time, while the Mathis Company exhibited a 
number of American- built small cars. 

Among foreign motor cycles the German B.M.W., with 
pressed sheet steel frame and chainless drive, attracted 
special attention. 

The only motor boat exhibited was one built by F. J. 
Kemper, Schiedam, with a 40 b.h.p. Ford engine. This 
boat holds 6 or 7 passengers and develops a speed of 15 
knots, while the price is 3,100 fls. 

The number of private cars at present in use in Holland 
is stated to be about 70,000, and of commercial vehicles 
about 40,000. The present year’s requirements for this 
market are estimated at 10,000 private cars and 6,000 
commercial vehicles, the number of cars imported during 
1930 being stated to have been 13,346.
